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THE SISTERS’ GIFT TO THE TAXPAYERS. 


There is an often repeated statement, thoroughly true, which 
many of our Catholic people have never quite had brought home to 
them. The statement is this: Our”parish school system is so 
economical and so efficient, that if tomorrow the perish schools 
were closed and the children in those schools were thrown upon 
the State to be educated in the public schools, the proportional in- 
crease of taxes which the Catholics alone would haye to pay for 
their education would be greater than the entire sum which comes 
from Catholic pockets to support the present Catholic institution. 
This is an astonishing statement, yet it is true. 

What a tremendous burden, therefore, of extra taxation the 
Catholic school system is taking off the shoulders of both Catholics 
and Protestants! What is the reason for this tremendous superi- 
ority of the Catholic school over the public seheol in point of 
economy? Briefly put, the reason is this: The Sisters who teach 
in our Catholic schools content themselves with salaries so low that 
the average public school teacher could not exist upon them. These 
Sisters live together in communities; economize rigidly in their 
food, clothing and their lodging; in a word, practice apostolic 
poverty, and they can therefore do their work for the bare cost of 
their sustenance. They give their life-blood for the cause of re- 
ligious education. They are the true supporters of the parish 
schools. It follows that the Sisters are supreme benefactors of the 
State. They give that religious instruction which ig essential to the 
formation of the complete citizen. They give their lives to the ser- 
vice of the State by educating its future citizens. They, by their 
economy, frugality and simple living, lift a huge burden from the 
necks of the tax-payers, and save every year millions of dollars 
in educational appropriations. 

What an unspeakable piece of ingratitude on the part of cheap 
politicians to pass vexation laws, hindering the work of the Sisters, 
or even destroying their schools, buflt up at the cost of so much 
sacrifice. We should resist any infringement on the rights of our 
perish schools with all our might. We should bestir ourselves to 
let the general public know what benefits the country reap from the 
Catholic school system, and to bring home to all citigens their obili- 
gations to the Catholic school.
